had confessed to the muitler of her 
daughter's lover, Phillip Hosten. 


"1 will never believe it until he 


tolls me so, and if he says he kill- 
ed him I know that he did it only 
because he felt it was his duty and 
he is still innocent of any wrong 
doing. ' Yes, I will go to him for 
I am his mother and he is my boy 
and he needs me-now." 


Then -the Tittle heartbroken wom- 


an went about her household du- 
ties. 
There were no tears in her 


eyes but just a defiant stare at. 
those who had taken her son from 
the home in the early hours.of Sat- 
urday morning, while she slept. 


Charles Farwell, a brother of-the 


alleged slayer, one Of the men,who 
rushed to -Portage on Friday to 
establish the identity of the mur- 
dered man without realizing that 
in establishing such identification 
he was endangering his brother's 
liberty, took up the burdens thrown 
upon his shoulders with a ,n«term- 
mination to properly care for the 
great farm. 
"I am sorry, that it irappened, 


but even though Hartwell is my 
brother, it is only right that the 
law should rule in his case as it 
would in any other," he said. "If 
he shot in self defense or for any 
other good reason I hope he will 
be able to clear himself."

At present the farm- 
er is receiving1- about 6 per 'cent 
above pre-war returns on his prod- 
ucts, but it is not for farmers to 
expect their prices to go up; it is 
for the other prices to come down 
to the farmers' level.

Dr. Hunt Says Creation Was 
Gradual And World Has Been 
Millions of Years in Forming 


Pastor Says Science Has Made Many Wonderful Revel- 


ations; Says Theories Should Not Con- 


flict With the Bible 


The doctrine of evolution and the lace 
and a. host of careful 
and 


story of creation were compared in 
Dr. Geo. E. Hunt's sermon at Christ 
Church last night. It was the first 
in a series of Sunday evening ser- 
mons on puzzling books'of the Bi- 
ble to run through the winter. This 
first sermon dealt 
especially with 


the difficulties of Bible readers in 
harmonizing the results of science 
as they reveal the true history of the 
creation of the world and man with 
the traditional interpretation of the 
old theologians of Genesis. 


Dr. Hunt said, "We live in a won- 


derful time, when science has lift- 
ed the curtain of the past and re- 
vealed a vast store of facts- of this 
old world and of man's place aiid 
part in it a)l. In all human history 
there never was a 
period 
when 


men made greater 
progress than 


daring the • past 
hundred 
years. 


What our 
fathers of a 
hundred 


years ago guessed" at and theorized 
about our 
children 
today know. 


That this old world has been mil- 
lions of years in forming; that the 
process of creation has been a grad- 
ual one, following very largely the 
principle of evolution as revealed 
to- the world by Darwin and Wai- 


scholarly men; that man was cre- 
ated 
by 
a 
gradual 
process of 


growth from the lower animal con- 
dition 'that took millions of years; 
that the length of time before his- 
tory began when man was slowly 
•struggling out of an animal condi- 
tion was millions of years; and that 
the human race is still a new and 
comparatively 
recent' species 
of 


creation, all constitutes one of the 
biggest an^ 
grandest stories the 


human mind 
ever 
heard. Verily, 


we are the fortunate children of a 
fortunate era, that so much of ac- 
tual fact o'f our past has been made 
scientifically plain to us. 


"Surely it is good to be alive in 


these days when we no longer have 
to guess 
and theorize 
about the 


past, grope about.in ignorance and 
wonder -when and how the ra_ce be- 
gan'., . Surely we have the brightest 
promises for 
the future ••when we 


can make intelligent 
comparisons 


with 'the savage past and the pro- 
gress that has been made in such a
